French Lick Springs. Ind., Nov. 23 — 
[Special.]—The visit of a Louisville del¬ 
egation to French Lick. Springs to pay 
their respects to the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee, which was In session 
here to-day, placed Louisville fore¬ 
most In the ranks of the cities w^ilch 
want the convention next year. Com¬ 
mitteemen and delegations from other 
cities admit that it Is now Louisville 
against the field. 

Louisv^je delegate* registered at the 
hotel a* from “The Next Convention 
City.** At the call of Chairman Tom 
Taggart, the committee wont Into spe¬ 
cial session at noon to hear tho rep¬ 
resentatives from Louisville. A. T. 
Macdonald headed the Louisville dele¬ 
gation and Immediately deviated from 
the routine argument presented by 
some of the other cities of adequate 
facilities. **You are only sixty-nine 
miles from us.** he &ald, “and we don't 
want to tell you that we have, as Mr. 
Bryan said, the finest convention hall 
in America, nor that our hotels are un¬ 
surpassed, nor of our central location. 
We wont you to come down and see 
for yourself. Come collectively or come 
Individually. We want to entertain 
you and each of you will return to 
Washington. December 12. to tell the 
other committeemen that Louisville Is 
the only place." 

Mr. Macdonald was Interrupted by 
Chairman Taggart, who said: “I am 
afraid if you accept that Invitation you 
cannot get away from Louisville In 

time to attend the December meeting."

Louisville's Inducements. 


Frank P. Straus then spoke In be¬ 
half of Louisville, presenting . her 
claim* In an attractive style. "At the 
proper time," he aald, "we will extend 
you a formal Invitation. We merely 
came here Informally to-day to meet 
you. Needless to say we will accom¬ 
pany our Invitation with other creden¬ 
tials and assurances of receiving an en¬ 
tertainment commensurate with the 
magnitude and Importance of your no¬ 
tional convention." 

I. W. Bernhelm spoke briefly but con¬ 
cisely and to the point, explaining that 
In the past Louisville ho* entertained 
large gatherings and extending an old- 
time Kentucky welcome to the dele¬ 
gates. Louis Seelbach discussed Louis¬ 
ville** availability os a convention city, 

Robert Lee Page and Secretary Den¬ 
ny B. Goode also accompanied the dele¬ 
gation here and mingled after tho 
meeting with the committeemen, ex¬ 
plaining In more detail the advantages 
to be offered by Louisville. They re¬ 
ceived gratifying response* from tho 
committeemen and Invariably the dele¬ 
gates from other cities which desire 
to entertain the convention said; “If 
my city does not get the convention I 
think Louisville is the next beat place."

Following the presentation IPf Louis¬ 
ville's claims to the committee repre¬ 
sentatives from Denver renewed the of¬ 
fer of $100,000 In gold to send the con¬ 
vention to that city, and delegates from 
other cities again presented their 
claims. Committeeman Roger O. Sul¬ 
livan, of Chicago, moved a vote of 
thanks to the citizen* of Louisville for 
Ihe invitation to Inspect their premises 
at this time. 

Two of the committeemen, Messrs 
Talbott, of Maryland, and Clayton, of 
Alabama, Immediately accepted the In¬ 
vitation and. with the Chicago, New 
York and Cincinnati newspaper men 
who had attended the meeting, left 
with tho Louisville delegates to be the 
guests of Louis Seelbach to-night.

Without exception the Louisville rep 
resentatlvcs were highly gratified at 
the results of to-day's conference. Den¬ 
ver was regarded last night as Louis¬ 
ville’s most serious rival on account 
of the $100,009 offer, but the glamour 
had worn off by noon to-day and the 
renewal of the offer was received more 
In smiles than In enthusiasm. One of 
the Western committeemen said to .the 
Courier-Journal correspondent: 

“If Denver had waited until the other 
cUlt** had presented their claims, De¬ 
cember 12. and had then laid upon the 
table before us bugs of gold contain¬ 
ing $100,000. It anight have stampeded 
the meeting on me spur of the mo¬ 
ment, but now that twenty-four hours 
have elapsed since the offer was made 
wo have had time to reflect. Person¬ 
ally I prefer Denver because It 1* cloter 
to our State than Is Louisville, but the 
Democratic National Committee cannot 
afford to put Itself 'n the attitude of 
selling the convention to the highest 
bidder. The same offer will lie ipade 
by Denver to secure tho Republican 
national convention, and if tho Repub¬ 
licans should reject the off* r our plight 
would be made still worre. Beside*, 
we have to take Into consideration tho 
fact that Denver Is so far from the 
center of population tint the extra 
railroad fare to be paid by the dele¬ 
gates would more than make up the 
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difference In money and the telegraph 
rate* to Eastern newspaper* would be 
s<» prohibitively high that they would 
either cut down their report* or be put 
tr» too great expense In currying full re¬ 
ports, Besides. Denver's convention 
hall, like Chicago’s convention hall. Is 
ns yet only on papor. white the con¬ 
vention hall In Louisville Is already 
built and It already has In connection 
with It fifty rooms lhat can be used as 
commit tee-rooms." 

If Louisville makes a monetary guar¬ 
antee sufficient to bear the expenses of 
the convention and commensurate whh 
her reputation for hospitality, there Is 
little question but that an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the national committee 
Will vole for her at the Washington 
meeting. 

LOUISVILLE DELEGATES BACK. 

Secretary Goode Feels Sanguine of 
Local Movement’s Success. 

The Louisville delegates returned 
from French Lick Springs at 7 o’clock 
last evening and accompanied by Com¬ 
mitteemen Clayton and Talbott were 
driven Immediately to the Armory- 
While Mr. Clayton stood at one end of 
tlie Armory and facetiously Introduced 
the acts that will be presented at the 
Elks-' circus next week, Mr. Talbott 
stood at the other end and cried, “Rot¬ 
ten. You can’t speak as loud as a 
Woman." However, both men could dis¬ 
tinctly hear eacn other and the news¬ 
paper men pronounced the accoustlcs 
frf the hall perfect.

>nd $300 for the Victoria. The Central 
Consumers' Company contributed $1.- 
>00. Mr. Bruce Haldem&n contributed 
■fl.OOO for the Times and Oourler-Jour- 
baI. The Street Railway Company has 
5»iTered $1,500, which will probably be 
Increased If needed. The Galt House 
knd the Louisville Hotel contributed 
finch $500 and we have had other large 
joritributfcons. which I have on my 
books, but which I do not remember 
lo -night.

MR. LEEDS’ CONDITION 

IS NOT SERIOUS. 


EDWIN P. ANSLEY’S IDEA. 


Washington. Nov. 23.— [Special] — 
Representative Livingston, of Georgia, 
to-day gavo to the President a letter 
addressed to the Executive by Mr. Ed¬ 
win P. Ansiey, of Atlanta, Ga., one 
of the best known real estate men In 
the South. Mr. Ansiey suggests to the 
President as a means of affording re¬ 
lief from present financial conditions 
the making of cultivated lands the basis 
of credit with the national banks up 
to at least 40 or 60 per cent, of their 
actual market value and thus provide 
a currency or basis of credit that could 
not be controlled by the “manipulators 
of the East.*' and which would afford 
a certain means for producing and 
marketing their crops. 

“Jt will be claimed by the national 
banks,” writes Mr. Ansiey, “that these 
lands or mortgages based on them, 
do not form 'quick assets.’ but as these 
lands, with even poor cultivation, will 
produce from 25 to 100 per cent, net, 
annually, on the amount invested, both 
in the land and in producing the crops. 
It can be easily demonstrated that there 
Is more intrinsic value in these lands 
than in nearly any class of securities 
now accepted by national banks, and 
certainly they are not so susceptible 
to the vicissitudes of bad and dishon¬ 
est management, that cause large 
amounts of the bonds and stocks, now 
recognized as good securities by the 
banks, to become worthless in a night. 
Onco let the present legislation against 
real estate bo removed and it will be¬ 
come the most stable of all securities.”

Mr. Ansiey adds that the New York 
financiers “have not only refused to 
lend to the South and West a part of 
the money they have made by manipu¬ 
lating the prices of their crops and 
handling their insurance niondy, but 
actually refuse to allow these two sec¬ 
tions to withdraw their own money 
from their banks to enable them to 
market their crops, which Is the only 
way that gold can be forced from the 
rest of the world.

"It does not endanger the national 
bank system in the least.” said Col. 
Livingston to-night. "We now take as 
collateral city bonds, railroad bonds and 
other securities, and there Is nothing 
more substantial and nothing which 
will shrink lees under any condition 
than Improved real estate. This securi¬ 
ty could take the place In national 
banks of their reserve funds, which 
would Increase circulation to that ex¬ 
tent. The discrimination against real- 
esuite holders who have no other basis 
of credit Is unfair and unjust." 

Mr. Livingston at the coming session 
will seek to amend the national bank 
act so as to allow real estate to be 
used as a basis of loans.

This is the season for the final esti¬ 
mates as to tho probable slue of the 
cotton cw>p axe made, and from now 
until the lrmfdle of December the 
‘'guesses of various authorities will agl- 
1 rate the trade, says the New York 
| Pres*. Cotton at this time of 'the year 
| has “mode'* all that is posfdble with the 
exception of the “top crop.” As this 
portion of the yield usually adds only 
50.000 to lOO.OOO bales, unless the ma¬ 
son Is an exceptionally open one, it does 
| not materially increase the production. 
In most of the State* where the ‘Hop 
crop" this year might have cut any fig¬ 
ure it has been greaily reduced by a 
long drought. 

It is Interesting to note how the 
more imporuuut estimates are made. 
Although no serlouiTcalculation Is pre¬ 
sented until November, guesses on Uve 
*’inw.Mcaked” yield make t-hiear appear¬ 
ance by the early part of June. Oth¬ 
ers are Issued when the first few txvles 
arc marketed, still others when the gin¬ 
ning season is fairly begun. But thc%se 
I earlier predictions have Hbtia or no 
weight, for they uiv contingent on fu¬ 
ture weather conditions. 

There is good reason for this con¬ 
servatism The most promising crop 
oariy In the season may be sadly cur- 
raJJod by a drought <*r deteriorate from 
too much rain nt the beginning of the 
picking time. An early frost may cut 
It short. Even high sweeping winds 
• when the cotton is open In the fields 
I late in September may reduce the 
| yield materially. There have been times 
when pickers were so scarce that por- 
j tions of the crop In certain States was 
not out of the field until us late as 
February or March. Texas Is nmtdhed 
with more Interest than any other State?, 
[as it produces the largest crop. It Is 
eptlbhi to rxx.’tillhr weather condi¬ 
tion*, and U tire State most affected 
by the boll weevil. 

Considerable Importance is attached 
[by the trade to the predictions of A. J, 
Huston, of Liverpool, who a few days 
ago placed the maximum production for 
tills season at 12.000.000 bale*. Mr. Bus- 
ton is the head of a prominent English 
cotton firm, and Is regarded as repre¬ 
sentative of the British spinners. He 
made his reputation a* a crop prophet 
in 1899. when lie estimated the yiPId at 
9.40fi,OOO boles. Most of the estimates 
for that year were round about 11 . 000 ,- 
000 a* the minimum size of the crop. 
The crop proved to be 9,423,000 bales, 
and ever since that year Mr. Button's 
estimates have been received with re¬ 
spectful attention, particularly abroad. 
Identified with the great spinning ln- 
dunstry of Lancashire, his position on 
the outbxik , 1 s supposed to b^ bearish, 
but he Js just as liable to give out an 
estimate favoring the bull side of the 
market as he Is to favor the bears by 
giving out a big estimate. Last year 
Mr. Buston overshot the mark 600.000 
bales, # nml ho has missed the crop In 
other years more than 1 , 000,000 bales. 

• • • 

Visits the Fields. 

' . - 1 

Mr. Buston has his own methods for 
ascertaining the season’s yield. When 
he first began summing up the cotton 
production he would make trips 
through the South and observe the 
crops of the different localities frqm the 
car windows. He still keeps this up, 
but he also visits the different portions 
cf the belt and enters the fields. H<$ 
looks at tho plant and counts the nunt- 
ber of bolls. He also makes a general 
survey of conditions and talks with the 
farmer*, Iri this way he learns fairly 
well how the crop in the different sec¬ 
tions will be affected by any weather 
conditions that may arise later. 

Theodore H. Price la the mom prolific 
of crop eatlnatters* There Is hardly 
any occasion of Importance In the year 
when he cannot be counted upon to 
come out with some figures. He exudes 
estimates as the ordinary man spouts 
polities. With him, tho business* of 
estimating the cotton yield is a form 
of giving vent to surplus market en¬ 
thusiasm. Sometimes lie comes dan¬ 
gerously close to the yield, and wme 
times he is a« far ofT as the veriest 
floor trader. He tak<s enough shots 
«t the target to get nt least one bull’s 
eye in a season. Last season he mnd* 
seven formal estimates, ranging from 
11.000.000 bales to 13.760.000. Evsn with 
these numerous efforts, he missed the 
crop by 700.000 bales. 

Mr. Price doe* not attempt to go into 
the cotton belt. He l* far too busy 
a man to take such an extensive vaca¬ 
tion. He has about 30.000 correspond¬ 
ent* In the SouHiJLranglng from plant¬ 
ers and glnners to*blg cotton firms, ex¬ 
porters. buyers, factors, railroad men 
and thousands of others variously inter¬ 
ested In the staple. He employs a train¬ 
ed staUBtlcJan, >\ ho receive* and com¬ 
piles the replies from the Inquiries sent 
out by the thousands. These are ilh- 
SDrted by counties, compared and aver¬ 
aged, footed up by States und In a 
grand total. The accuracy of such an 
estimate depends largely on the allow¬ 
ance made? for tije tendency of the 
South to exaggerate poor crop condi¬ 
tions. This y«*ur Mr. Price's corre¬ 
spondents lead him to htdievo that the 
crop Is about 13,335.000 bales.

Strange a* it may seem there are one 
or two prominent authorities who mak* 
some excellent estimate* and never go 
near the fields, never look at the crop 
and never ask the opinion of a sln- 

& ie correapondenL One of these Is lia- 
crahom King, of Newman. Gu. Mr. 
King has come closer to the last three 
crops than any other person In the 
trade. Two years ago he made an es¬ 
timate of 11.260.000 and the crop was 
11.345,000. Last year he made an es¬ 
timate of approximately 13,350,000 and 
the actual crop was 13.510.000. Mr. King 
early In the *pring figures on whether 
the price of cotton is attractive enough 
to tempt the farmer to plant a full 
acreage. He considers the weather, the 
supply of seed, supply of labor and 
other factors and thus makes up his 
mind as to whether there has been an 
increase or a reduction In acreage. He 
does not ask for a single j«»t Lnxorm*- 
tlon from any correspondent. A* the 
season begin* he figures the condition 
of the crop from extensive data cover¬ 
ing the rainfall and temperature* In the 
important parts of every State. Ho etu¬ 
des the maximum and minimum tem¬ 
peratures, notes whether the nights are 
too cool, or whether there has been 
too much or too little rain. If Nature 
does her part, he argue*, the Lhriftlne?* 
of the farmer will do the rest! He 
takes the position that if the cotton belt 
1* visited by a favorable May the far¬ 
mer will see that the fields are cleaned. 
There may be certain exceptions, but 
Mr. King figures on the law of aver¬ 
ages. and relies on the stupidity of the 
farmer to produce as large a crop as 
he can. Mr* King's estimate given out 
early last week, was ll.760.000 bales. 

Most of tho larger houses which give 
out estimates rely on the information 
given them by tried and reliable corre- 
sp< ndents. In some years these esti¬ 
mates are remarkably near the actual 
yield, and In others they are far from 
the mark and usually below it. Tho 
habitual pessimism of the South regard¬ 
ing Its staple crop is always a factor to 
be reckoned with. In some years A 
Norden & Co. have made some, very 
close guesses. So have J. 8 . Bache & 
Co., Miller & Co. nnd Dick Bros. & Co 
But the objection made against data 
received from the South and compiled 
without reservation applies to all of 
these firms. 

• • • 

“Lacfy Statisticians.*’ 

Of the "lady statisticians,” Mrs. B. J. 
Burch, formerly with the Bureau of 
Statistics at Washington, probably 
comes the closest to the crop. Her esti¬ 
mates for the last- two years were 12 ,- 
990,000 last year and 10.979.000 two ytsars 
ago. Both were exceptionally close 
guesses. Mrs. Burch has n list of cor¬ 
respondents. but In compiling her re¬ 
plica she shows her excellent training 
by making proper allowance for under¬ 
statement. Miss Giles missed the crop 
In the last two years by about 1 . 000.000 
bales, but even at that she was nearer 
the murk than most mem tiers of the 
cotton trade. She also relies on corre¬ 
spondents. aiid Is a very painstaking 
and conscientious statistician. Her re¬ 
ports bay* more market influence than 
any report* except those of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The report of the Bureau of Statistics 
at Washington Is the most Important 
of the year. It has not been noted for 
accuracy, but It bear* the official stamp 
and therefor* has great prestige. It is 
rtiude up of a conglomerate of replies 
from Individual planters and ginners. 
thousand* qf them, special township 
and county agents and several special¬ 
ly selected field agents whose opinions 
carry great weight. The views of the 
field agents are used as a check atraiyst

They 
are chosen for their Intelligence and 
adaptability', and they afford a very ex¬ 
cellent and comprehensive sample of a 
people who, despite their antithesis In 
appearance to all that is Intellectual 
and galtant, from the Westerner's point 
of view, have those qualities. In con¬ 
junction with other and less desirable 
ones, very highly developed. I arrived 
at the college shortly before mid-day*, 
and was thus able to see the young 
men not only at their work, but at their 
food and recreation also. The course of 
study Is com prehen sU'c. the curriculum 
Including a thorough political and com¬ 
mercial training, as disclosed by the 
syllabus or “announcement ” Each 
course of study terminates with a “tour 


of Investigation.” the significance of 
which may be disclosed by what foi 
lows. 

Tho buildings of the college are es¬ 
sentially Japanese, simple and cheap as 
regards their appearance and construc¬ 
tion. and with a total absence of ostcn< 
tatlon In their architecture. They were 
built solely for use. and not for show. 
This is typical of that gigantic force 
which has arisen In the Pacific, which 
considers only the usefulness of any¬ 
thing, which recognizes the value of 
thoroughness even in such matters as 
the Influence which locality has on 
study, and which Is now extending and 
consolidating Its pow’er by every useful 
means, after the fashion pursued in its 
struggle with the Muscovite.

The principle on whl\ih the ntllking 
fottcttne open*tea Is the vacuum sys¬ 
tem, electric jwwer being the means 
cuirptayed produce ft. The vacuum 
Is piped from a vacuum pump along 
the frvnut of the catule, arvj at «*acli 
stand is placed a nicks-plaited faucet, 
from wtMlch the vacuum may be drawn. 
The milking mwohtn- itsrdf is a very 
small affair, wtiicli Is mounted on the 
cover of a large milk can und Is so 
conatructed ns to milk tw>j cows at one 
time.

Eb TO JUMP INTO BIVEB. 


ADMIRAL DEWEY’S SECRETARY 




Washington. Nov. 23.—The police au¬ 
thorities to-day began dragging the Po- 
touiac: river between hero and at Alex¬ 
androva.. for the body of Lieut. John 
W. Crawford, Admiral Deucy*# secre¬ 
tary, who disappeared yesterday, and 
left word that ho was about to commit 
suicide. 

Crawford was seen late yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon in the business section of this 
city, but in a letter from him received 
oy B. A. .Vilen, a chief of division In 
the office ot the auditor for the Post- 
office Department, after 8 o’clock last 
night, he gave notice of his intention 
to drown himself from the deck of ati 
Alexandria ferryboat. 

The search by the police boat has so 
far proved fruitless. Mr. Allen said to¬ 
day that he had little doubt that Lieut.\ 
Crawford Is dead. Crawford, it Is said, 
left debts aggregating approximately 
$5,000, and In a note which he sent his 
wife through Allen, his friend of twen¬ 
ty years* standing, he stated explicitly 
that the indebtedness had accumulated 
too much, but that It was not duo to 
speculation or gambling. 

In a note he forwarded to Allen he 
stated that If the rights of one who 
takes his life would permit he would 
like to be burled In the National Cem¬ 
etery at Arlington. Va„ but otherwise 
he expressed a wish to have his body 
cremated. He also left a hurriedly exe. 
cuted will and asked that his friends 
break the news to his wife and give to 
her the papers he had carefully made 
out. showing his indebtedness. 

•‘It’s all a mystery to me and I am 
greatly shocked,” declared Admiral 
Dewey to-day In talking about the dis¬ 
appearance of his secretary. The Ad¬ 
miral expressed the fear that Lieut. 
Crawford has made away with ’himself, 
though why he should have done so the 
Admiral said he could not Imagine, un¬ 
less It was due to financial trouole. 

The missing officer left a note on his 
desk for his wife, which was taken to 
Ids home to-day by Commander Spen¬ 
cer S. Wood, the Admiral's aide. What 
It contained the Admiral declined to say. 
Crawford also sent a postal card to 
Commander Wood, In which he referred 
to a letter on business to Admiral Dew¬ 
ey to which he had given some atten¬ 
tion. On this card, postmarked at 
Washington at 8 o’clock last night. 
Lieut. Crawford said: ”Oood-bye.” 

Admiral Dewey said that Craw’ford 
was a man of the best habits, that ho 
was greatly attached to him. and that 
he was a most Invaluable assistant. In 
addition to his official duties, Crawford 
looked after the Admiral’s private af¬ 
fairs. Including those of a financial 
character, under tho latter’s personal 
supervision. 

Before leaving the office yesterday 
afternoon Lieut Crawford had care¬ 
fully arranged the papers on his desk 
and left everything apparently in the 
best of order. There was a big bundle 
of papers on one side carefully wrap¬ 
ped and marked "personal” for his 
friend Allen. Crawford’s check book 
with all the stubs tom out and his 
gold watch und chain lay ou top of the 
desk. 

Admiral Dewey said that Crawford 
lived modestly and thAt his pay was 
about $3,000 a year. He was promi¬ 
nently identified with the work of tfje 
Youfig Men’s Christian Association.

Flower came to Dr. Dotterer and 
claimed to be the Inventor of a “secret 
process” for manufacturing brick, dia¬ 


monds. rubles and pearls. A plant for 
their manufacture. Flower clulmed, 
whs in .operation In Farmersvilie. Vu. 

As time passed and there were no re¬ 
sults, Dr. Dotterer became suspicious. 
Then. It Is said, it was learned that 
there was no brick plant in the Vir¬ 
ginia town os the promoter claimed. 
Flower to-day claimed that his bus¬ 
iness wax a legitimate one. and that in 
a week a new pi.»nt would be estab¬ 
lished. H-' sail »he affairs of the com¬ 
pany were in excellent shape. 

Dr. Flower was arrested in Philadel¬ 
phia last January, charged with swind¬ 
ling Philadelphia and New York peo -1 
pie in a mining stock scheme., 


SETS FORTH THE CAUSE

The President 
says that the bunk* and trust companies 
of the country are solvent and that 
through depositing In them money is kept 
in circulation. H«* says that hv^rdlng 
money 1 m wrong and that those who nre 
guilty of ft are not good und uWul cKI- 
sens. Money, whrther gold, silver or 
paper, should not be held out of circula¬ 
tion in any wny or form; it should not be 
buried, nor locked up In (rutty boxes, nor 
carried on the person; it should be de¬ 
posited In hunks und trust companies. 

Savings deposits arc the surest Invest¬ 
ments a person can have, Those who 
have not put their money in savings ac¬ 
count during the post ft* years have suf¬ 
fered losses. A large percentage of their 
Investments has depreciated. Purehasers 
of stocks und bonds have ail made losses. 
Hail they put the money in savings de¬ 
posits. not only would there hove been no 
loss, but a gnln In Interest added. 

F«>r many year* tho savlnga deposit has 
been the safest way of handling money, 
und it Is the snfe«t and most profitable at 
this time and will certainly continue so. 
Many depositor* axe now solicited and ad¬ 
vised to take their money out of solvent 
wiving* Imtltutions and purchase stocks, 
bond*, real ©stato and other properties 
while currency I* scarce and price# low 
Bom** good Investments might now be 
made with proper advice, but many of 
them will probably prove unprofitable. 

There are a board of ugents. brokers and 
speculator* who are on the lookout for 
timid depositors and eagerly offer appar¬ 


ently good bargains In Investments ami se¬ 
curities rtf various kind*. They take ad¬ 
vantage of a momentary flurry to secure 
ln%’estors. who would, ordinarily, after ma¬ 
ture deliberation, not take the risk which 
attend* such transactions. 

Another method of diverting from rec- 
ognixedly safe channels. Is for acquaint¬ 
ances or friend* to offer a deposit or rates 
of Interest In excess of the bank's rate. It 
should he remembered, however, that 
a banking corporation, which Is liable for 
double the amount of It* capital, is less 
liable to logo the money than an individ¬ 
ual 

The private bank In this city I* a thing 
of the post and the saving* Just I tut Ions— 
bank* and trust companies—of Louisville 
axe conducted on different plans. They 
are chartered by the State, are liable for 
twice the amount of their capital, are un¬ 
der the close supervision of n Board of 
Director* and do not engage in specula¬ 
tion. In no city In the United States is 
banking more carefully and omgerva- 
tively conducted than in Loulsvb’e 

Savings hank*, or deposit hunk* In 
which money is deposited for safekeeping, 
are the oldest forms of hank* The wise 
men of ancient Greece and Rome estab¬ 
lished depositories for th* convenience and 
security of the thrifty and economical 
people. Medieval Italy found such insti¬ 
tution* useful and so did the enterprising 
Dutch at n later date. In Great Britain. 
France. Germany. Switzerland. Denmark 
and other foreign countries the savings 
bank is enteemccl next to the church and 
schoolhouso.

FIREMEN FIND 
DEAD BODIES 


Nicholas Smith and Wife In 
Burning Home. 


Mrs. Smith Thought To Be 
Author of Tragedy. 


Residence Set On Fire To 
Hide the Deed. 


SERVANTS HEARD THE SHOTS. 


New York. Nov. 23.—A mystery that 
may never be fully solved, surrounds 
the death of Nicholas Smith, a 
wealthy >*ew York manufacturer and 
Ms wife, who were found shot to death 
In their home at New Rochelle early 
to-day. The bodies were found by flre- 
nen who had been summoned to fight 
k biaxe In the cellar of the residence, 
which had been started by the mur- 
Jlerer In the belle/ that the bodies of 
* victims would be Incinerated and all 
traces of tho crime thus swept away. 

That only two persons were di¬ 
rect lv concerned in the tragedy Is the 


belief of the police, but whether It was 
the husband or the wife who fired the 
fatal shots and applied the torch they 
do not know. Theory points to the wife 
os the slayer, but there ure circum¬ 
stances which would make it appear 
that sho could not have been the guilty 
one. 

In view of all these perplexing indi¬ 
cations the officials who thus fur have 
Investigated tho case, decline to ad¬ 
vance any opinion. They say that If n 
solution ever Is reached it must be 
reached by the Coroner. 

Sorvants Know Little. 

Two servants In the house say that 
the Smiths hnd a quarrel last evening. 
Several hours later—long after mid¬ 
night—shots were heard. The servants 
$old the police to-day that they made 
no attempt to investigate the* cause of 
the shooting or its result, as they fear¬ 
ed to leave their rooms. They 
found there when the firemen came 
and coukl throw llttlo light on the 
tragedy. * 

Mrs. Smith’s body was found In her 
bed. She was lying ns if asleep with 
both hands folded beneath her head. 
There was a bullet wound In the 
breast. Just across the threshold In an 
adjoining room lay the body of the 
husband. He was partly d rested 

There was a bullet wound behind the 
left ear and another In the breast. A 
revolver was lying by his side on the 
floor. After the first hnsty examina¬ 
tion the police concluded that Smith 
had killed his wife, fired the house and 
then ended his own life. All the cir¬ 
cumstances which had come to light 
up to that time pointed to that theory.

Smith, while tempo¬ 
rarily Insane, killed her husband and 
then herself. It was k*.trned that some 
thii** pr!i»r to her r^arrlugo to Mr. 
Smkh she had been confined in the 
private Junacy ward on Blackwell s 
Island, and later bud been discharged 
as cured. Mrs. Smith was married 
three times. Her first husband was u 
Mr. Van Schuik. wha died about ten 
years ago. leaving her a fortune said 
to have amounted to about $ 2 , 000 , 000 . 
In some way the money gradually van¬ 
ished and the woman was left prac¬ 
tically penniless. She became melan¬ 
choly and was eventually sent to the 
private ward for the insane patients 
on BlaclrweU’s Island. When she was 
declared to have recovered her reason 
she took a pine* as nurse in the hos¬ 
pital. as she dhi not care to go out 
Inr.xl the world again after the loss of 
her fortune. It was while she was 
working as a nurse that she met Dr. 
Robert Ekieton. an Ea#* Side phynleian. 
who subsequently married her. Dr. 
Eelcton died about u year oixl a half 
ago. and it Is said that he was insane 
n’t the time of his death. About h 
year .ago his widow was m irried to Mr. 
Smith, nrd last March they came to 
New Rochelle.

ALLEGED REPEATER INDICTED. 


Price. who had su**d Smith & Nixon 
and Mr».

The pla ntllf hud rooms upon an upper 
fiohr if the Fourth avenue building 
occupied as \ store by the first named 
defendant and owned by Mrs. Sale. 
When this structure xvaa gutted by fire

& Nixon for its alleged fault to allow 
waste to accumulate on the premises.

Sale was charged with having failed to 
provide proper tire escapes for those 
living on the upper floors. Judge Gor¬ 
don held that the allegations as con¬ 
tained In the petition did not legally 
make up a cause of action against the 
defendants.

In Judge Gordon’s jrie^ of the law, 
a mulo Is entitled to the benefit or th« 
doubt until there exists some specific 
proof or allegation of his bad charac¬ 
ter, and the mere fact that he happens 
to be a mule cannot be taken as priiua 
facie evidence of his vlelousnews. 

By this decision. Judge Gordon dis¬ 
posed of the case or Marvin McKinley, 
a minor, who had brought suit In the 
name of his mother. Jennie McKinley, 
for $T >,000 as damages against the 
O’Nell Coal & Coke Company. The 
mule in question Is said to have es¬ 
caped from the Coal and Coke Com- 
pany’s enclosure, and in wandering 
about is alleged to have kicked the 
MeKInley child so as to have i-sused 
permanent and serious disfigurement 

It was charged for the plaintiff that 
the defendant company was well aware 
that mules as a rule possessed "crank- 
ish and dangerous tendencies.” and 
therefore thut due care should have 
been taken to have prevented this 
mule’s escape. 

Judge Gordon, however, disregards 
the general Indictment drawn by the 
plaint I IT against the whole race of 
mules, and says that there must he 
w. charge of bad character against 
the mule that did the kicking. He 
reached this conclusion by the applica¬ 
tion of the common law theory that 
every dog is allowed his first bite be¬ 
fore ftq is proven to be of had charac¬ 
ter. The mule In the case Is therefore 
si Mowed Ills first kick. Having had 
that, he must now lookout or else draw 
upon himself or his owners serious con¬ 
sequences. 


Sister Has Insurable Interest. 

According to a ruling of Judge Gor¬ 
don. a sister posses an insurable inter¬ 
est in the life of her brother «>h account 
of the relationship alone, and that the 
mere fact that she never lived with or 
dapended on him for support did not 
exclude her from this Interest. The 
point in question which Is the first time 
it was ever passed on In Kentucky, 
came up in the case of Kate Bailey 
against the Metropolitan Life Insur¬ 
ance Company for $119.50. which the 
plainti/T saya Is due her on the life of 
her brother. The decedent, sometime 
before death, transferred the policy 
from his wife to his sister with the 
agreement of the wife The company 
had then denied the sister's right to 
collect tho policy.

which t’tpe It cannot be ir.v,.Wd by the 
alleged victim of such conspiracy. Had I 
this contention been Up heir, it may 
have had serious effect up »u the plain¬ 
tiff’s standing in court. Judge Gordon, 
however, held that the petition did not 
charge conspiracy, but unjust discrim¬ 
ination. The ltmitaitlon in the opera¬ 
tion of the statute aganst unjust dis¬ 
crimination Is two years.

Railroad Pleads Court’s Order. 

The Louisville and Nashville furlher 
pleaded that It merely obeyed the In¬ 
junction order of the (Chancery Court, 
this order having been given in pre¬ 
vious litigation bi.twe^n the same par¬ 
ties. It whs pointed nut for the rail¬ 
road that If, In obeying the court’s or¬ 
der. the plaintiff was done an Injury, 
then the railroad could not. be held to 
blume. Judge Gordon ruled that it was 
the duty of the railroad io follow tlm 
statute, and if it had Injured anyone 
in not doing so It was liable. It was 
further represented for the railroad 
that the point In question laid been al¬ 
ready .idjudleated by a ruling of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Judge Gordon decided that the whole 
case turned upon the operation of cars 
within the railroad terminal zorn* of 
Louisville, for which reason interstate 
♦ onimerce regulations would have no 
bearing, whether the cars came from 
within or without the State,

George Graham Vest. 

I hazard nothing In saying that dur¬ 
ing the last quarter of a century no 
mure gifted or brilliant orator than the 
distinguished gentleman whose name 
stands at the head of this article eyer 
eat in the Senate of the United States. 
He was not only great us an orator, but 
he was pre-eminently great as a logi¬ 
cian. fie ^colled most men of his da> 
as an offhand debater, and was quick, 
alert, resourceful and remarkably ag¬ 
gressive as an antagonist. He was 
wonderfully well equipped, and dealt 
ponderous blows In debate, holding his 
own against any antagonist who en¬ 
tered the lists against him. 

The records of the Senate will show 
thAt Vest mad* 1 powerful and able 
speeches upon all the great national 
questions that attracted the public at¬ 
tention during his term of service in 
that body. He was a member of the 
Committees on Finance, Commerce. 
Public Buildings and Grounds. Trans¬ 
portation and Sale of Meat Products 
and International Expositions, in all of 
which he rendered most valuable and 
conspicuous service. He was born In 
Frankfort, Ky., December 6. 1830, and 
graduated at Centre College. Ky., In 
1848. He read law with James Harlan, 
Attorney General of the State of Ken¬ 
tucky. who was the father of the pres¬ 
ent Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and grad¬ 
uated at the Transylvania Law School 
In Lexington. He settled In George¬ 
town, Mo., and practiced his profession 
until 1856. when he removed to another 
county In the same State. In 1860 he 
was selected as Democratic elector and 
was made a Representative In the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Missouri. He active¬ 
ly espoused the cause of the Southern 
Confederacy upon the breaking out of 
host tilt lea and served during the sum* 
me* In the army of Gen. Price, and was 
Trwtde Judge Advocate General of a 
general court-martlul convened at Lex¬ 
ington. He was elected In the fall of 
1S61 as a member of the Provisional 
Congress at Montgomery for two years, 
and was subsequently appointed by 
Gov. Reynolds to the Senate of the 
Confederate States.

Elected To Senate. 

After the war he return ,1 to Mis¬ 
souri and reoumod the practice of the 
law at Lebanon in pi^rner.-diip with 
Col. John F. FhlUpps. who subsequent¬ 
ly became Judge of the United States 
District Court. He w.is elected to the 
T'igted S>tab*i4 Senate In 1878. and re¬ 
elected without opposition in 1886. 1890 
and 1897. He was the host survivor j 
«»f the Confederate Ft ales Senate, and I 
d‘»ed full of years and honor*, beloved j 
and lamented by all who knew, him. 
Ah a Senator he was one of thfl ablest 
•rod most eloquent statesmen In th* 
emklre country, and was u distinguished 
Senator In t'h© counsels <»f the nation. 
To the highest b^gjl ability an 1 nvo.<. 
powerful grasp of constitutional ques¬ 
tions he added a broAd. bold and con- 
eervwtive statesmanship, which caused 
him to take rank among the foremost 
Senators of his day. 

While on his wav to California Vest 
was unexpectedly detained at George¬ 
town. Ky*. and cn July 4. 1853. he was 
employed by a man named Frtince to 
defend a colored boy accused of mur¬ 
dering a white woman and her two 
children. The negro was acquitted, 
hut he we.s seized by a mob and lyiKti- 
©d In the presence of 1,500 citizens who 
had assembled to witness the execution. 
Threats were freely made against Mr. 
Vest on account of his participation In 
the trial, and he determined to remain 
In Missouri and face the consequences, 
whatever ttiey might be. It was thus 
he abandoned his contemplated trip to 
California, to which phice he had deter¬ 
mined tb go In order to practice Ilia 
profession. He delivered an address on 
Thomas Jefferson in June. 1885, nt Co¬ 
lumbia. Mo., in which, among other 
things, he quoted from the Inuugural 
address, which he said should be class¬ 
ed with Woishlngron's farewell address. 
He sums up the principal points In the 
inaugural tia follows: 

Equal and exact lustice lo all men or 
whatever state or persuasion religious or 
j optical, pea*'**, commerce and honest 
friendship with the nations, <*n tangling 
nlllnrvces with none: the support of tin* 
State Governments In all their rights ns 
the mo*»i competent ndmJnJstrrt tion for 
our domestic concerns and the surest 
guarantee against antl-Republhran ten¬ 
dencies: the pr*f*ervailon of the general 
Government in its whole constitutional 
vicar as the sheet anchor of cvnr peace at 
home and safety abroad; a iea*.ou« care 
of tfie right of election by the people, a 
shield and safe corrective of abuses 
which are lopped by the sword of revolu¬ 
tion when peaceable remedies are unpro¬ 
vided; atxiolut** acquiescence In the decis¬ 
ion of the majority, the vital orlriclo*.© of 
Rr"publics, from which there is no appeal 
but ro fore© the vital principle and Imme¬

Eulogy On Hill. 

As a specimen of his Senatorial style. 


I reproduce here a brief extract from 
the beautiful and touching oration de¬ 
livered by Mr. Vest In the Senate at 
the time of the lamented death of Ben¬ 
jamin H. Hill, the great aon of Georgia. 
Mr. Vest said: 

And what can be «atd of th© heroism, 
th© uncomplaining courage with which he 
met the irony or fato tnat brought him 
th** torture of a lingering death in the 
destruction of that tongue and voice 
which had ro often awakened with their 
eloquence, the echoes of this hall. In all 
public and private history there Is no 
•adder spectacle than this and from It 
we turn away In silent awe and reverence. 
In his speech on May 10. 1879. the great¬ 
est speech. In my Judgment, ever heard 
here within the last quarter of a cen¬

A Story of Senator Pugh. 

I recall here an amusing story told 
of Senator Vest and the late James L. 
Pugh, of Alabama, who at the time of 
his death, had long since pasrel the 
limit i f human life allotted by th» 
Psalmist. Mr. Pugh and Mr. V© it were 
like Jonathan and David They were 
Inseparable and their Intimacy com¬ 
menced while they were members of 
the Provisional Congress at Mont¬ 
gomery. On one occasion It is sai l that 
the two friends rode out together and 
after visiting the Soldier*’ Hone and 
other places, stopped cn their return to 
the city to partake of some tern and 
pretzels. Mr. Pugh hud been unxiourly 
expecting for a Ion* time an appoint¬ 
ment by. the President for some of his 
friends to certain position* of hon ir 
and trust in his Ftate. His patience 
was well nigh CAhaustrd and he nad 
long hoped for the fulfillment of what 
he understood to be the prom flea of 
the President. On this occasion a boy 
came into the room where they were 
stopping with a copy of the Evening 
Star. Mr. Vest rend the paper thiough 
most carefully and then handed it to 
Mr. Pugh, who expected the same re¬ 
sult that he had experienced for many 
months. He read It over most deliber¬ 
ately and quietly handed It back to 
Mr. Ve?t with the remark. "A worthy 
8ticcef«or of George Washington.** His 
friends had all been apj-olntel with¬ 
out a single exception to the places 
w hloh they sought. He returned to the 
city very highly elated, and from that 
time until the controversy aroie about 
the coinage of free silver op a. part of 
the metalk? basis of the country, he 
was the staunch and steadfast friend 
of Mr. Cleveland. 

When President Cleveland did me the 
honor to nominate me for the ofllce of 
Solicitor General of the United States. 
I met with decided opposition on the 
part of the Republican majority in th" 
Senate. They preferred no change on 
account of my personal character or 
fitness for th© office, but based their 
opposition entirely upon party grounds, 
den. Mahon©, at that time a United 
States Senator from Virginia, for per¬ 
sonal rensons was very much opposed 
to my confirmation, and succeeded in 
arravlng a small majority In th© Sen¬ 
ate against me. All the Democrats 
voted for my confirmation, and aJl the 
Republicans who voted at all were op¬ 
posed to It. T can never forget th© 
kindness shown by Mr. Vest during th»- 
time referred to. He was not only my 
firm and steadfast friend, but gave me 
th© strongest assurance of his heart¬ 
felt sympathy during the controversy. 
During the latter years of his life he 
was very much emaciated, and found 
It necessary to occupy his seat when¬ 
ever he addressed the Senate, but his 
mind remained clear to the last, and h© 
was always listened to with the most 
marked attention. He has gone from 
among us. however, and th© places that 
knew him once will know him no more 
forever. Requiescat In pace.

New York, Nov. 23.—[Special.J—The 
political situation in the nation wait 
the absorbing topic of last week her© 
This not because any significant moves 
had been made, but rather it was due 
to the appearance In New York of n 
number of prominent leaders who will 
play some part more or less important 
in the campaign of 1908. All made 
their headquarters at th© Waldorf. That 
hotel since 1WM haa in a measure dis¬ 
placed the Fifth-avenue Hotel and the 
Hoffman House as a gathering place 
for politicians. Among those regis¬ 
tered were Vice President Fairbanks, 
Tom Taggart, of Indiana; Henry G. 
Davis, of West Virginia, and William 
J. Connors, of Buffalo, the chairman of 
the Democratic State Committ © There 
were all sorts of rumors ue to the ob¬ 
jects of their visits here. It was si id 
that Vice President Fairbanks hid 
come to New York for the purpose of 
helping along his presidential boom, 
while the trip of Mr. Taggart was 
more for the purpose of ascertaining 
the strength of Wllliuin J. Bryan In the 
East than anything els». 

Republicans here do not le!F:\*e that 
Mr. Fairbanks has any great hopes of 
securing the nomination. Th© belief 
U strong that he remains in the race 
more for the purpose of utilizing Htaie 
prid© as a means of controlling th© Re¬ 
publican machine in Indiana agalost 
the forces led by Harry New, of the* 
National Committee, than anything 
else. One politician made the st Ce¬ 
ment In the Waldorf cafe the other 
evening that it would nut surprise him 
if Fairbanks were to b© a candidate 
for Vice President again next year. He 
made the point that the Indiana man 
was very anxious to rema n in the lime, 
light after 1908 and If tt could not te 
as a presidential figure, he would be 
willing again to take second place. 

• • • 

Not Afraid of Taggart, 

The appearance of Mr Taggart in 
New York did not alarm the friends of 
William J. Bryan to any great extent. 
They do not think that the present 
head of dhe National ' Committee Is 
strong enough to hold the Indiana del¬ 
egation to the coming National Conven¬ 
tion against the Nebraskan, and some 
go so far ns to urg© that Taggart’s 
days are numbered. It is quite true, of 
course, that he declared BrJ’an would 
be the nominee in an Interview' with 
the press, but the friends of the Ne¬ 
braskan are not disposed to trust Tag¬ 
gart to any great extent. There Is tl 
great deal of talk about a coming con¬ 
ference to be held in a Western water¬ 
ing place between those who seek to 
bring about th© retirement of Mr 
Bryan. It Is said that the outcome will 
he a strong movement In that direction. 
Few are Inclined, however, to attach 
much value to It. They urge that th© 
South, not the East, must make the 
first move against the Nebraskan; that 
it would make Mr. Bryan stronger than 
he Is. were a section of the country 
which has always been hostile to him 
under th© lead of such machine politi¬ 
cians as Charles F. Murphy and Will¬ 
iam J Connors to start an opposition 
movement. 

• • • 

Street Railway Question Uppermost. 

The people of New York have reached 
a stag© where they quite agree with 
those of Chicago. Cleveland and many 
other cities that the most important 
problem of the present day which con¬ 
fronts the municipalities li©» In their 
relations with the public service cor¬ 
porations. especially the street rail¬ 
ways. The problem has many subdi¬ 
visions. viz.: how' to better th© exist¬ 
ing traffic arrangements so that the 
public may secure superior service and 
comfort, more transit facilities for the 
outlying ports of the city and how to 
guard the finances of th© service cor¬ 
porations to se© that the money for¬ 
merly wasted in stock watering by be¬ 
ing paid os dividends may be used to 
improve th© road. Th© Public Service 
Commission in New York has enough 
power to solve most of these problems. 
It has already ordered one car line to 
Increase Its service by 25 per cent . and 
similar orders are in th© course of pro¬ 
mulgation This may not entirely stop 
overcrowded cars in rush hours, but 
It will go toward doing so. 

It will ask for legislation from Al¬ 
bany next winter that may Induce 
capitalists to bid for th© additional sub¬ 
ways so badly needed by the city. Un¬ 
der the present law those who lease the 
new underground may only do so for a 
term of twenty years with a renewal 1 
for th© same period. Railway men 
urg© that this period is not long enough, 
that it does not permit th m to secure 
an adequate return on their investment 
end in consequence they have refrained 
from bidding. The underground Is the 
future means of transportation and no 
doubt the Legislature h©rc will heed 
the cry of this city and amend the law 
so as to give New York more subways. 

• • • 

Appeal For Aid. 

The United Hebrew Charities h©re 
recently mad© a public appeal f«*r 
funds. This is the second n n © in the 
last yeir. The organization In question 
takes care rtf those Hebrew Immigrants 
coming to this country from Russia and 
Poland to escape persecution becaus** of 
their religious belief. As the immigra¬ 
tion has been very heavy during tin- 
past few years the funds of the Hebrew 
Charities have been exhausted But the 
surprising feature lies in a statement 
made by an official of th.it organiza¬ 
tion that tt depends almost en¬ 
tirely for support upon the uptown 
German Jews; that the Russian and 
Polish element which have prospered 
and In many cases \v©re even helped 
by the Hebrew Charities are unwilling 
to contribute anything toward It- 
maintenance. Jacob H. Schlff and oth¬ 
er prominent Hebrews believe that so 
far as th© port of New York is con¬ 
cerned. tnere should be a suspension 
of immigration from RussD and Poland 
as the burden created by It are becom¬ 
ing too great for assumption.

The announcement made recently by th# 
Musical riuto that k would return to Its 
former custom of giving concerts under 
It* own auspices before taking ud the 
festival work for the soring of 19CU, ao- 
P« ar* to ha.Vo given lnipetu* und renewod 
interest among its memtarrs awl a de¬ 
sire on the pari of the public to afford K 
the patronage it so heartily received lu 
ftirmer years, before becoming osstHrhaed 
with other organization*, which in a 
measure affected Its Identity. Tho earn- 
t*!ne 6 tf and loyalty which app?ara to bo 
manifesied among tho •membership augur 
well for the season, and th**re in reason 
to tieltevo that u will make a record in 
keeping with some of h* greatest achteve- 
invgits. 

For almost twenty* years tho Musical 
Club ha* worked arduously and persist* * 
ently for a common cause, Ihnt of devel¬ 
oping the musical taste* of the commu¬ 
nity by the m inlying ami producing «*f Um? 
mitti ncutble works of Ui«: l>est vtwntws- 
vr». 80 successful were Ua efforts in tJUs 
direction (twit the business men of the 
city sought Us hearty eo-openttton In tho 
givusg of a r.umuer of spring music fes- 
ttvuoi. which attracted wide attention and 
pUicod Loulsvhle on u higher plane music¬ 
ally. These iustlvuls were maintained by 
pubHc su 4 >scriptlun. the service* of the 
.Musical Dlub being contributed without a 
oem of remuneration. I4csl<1es pnrtiripot- 
mg in seven «f thesw festivals, singing In 

twenty-five performances of the 
moot pretentious type, the organization 
has to its criMlit about sixty concerts 
which were given under it* own auspice*. 

I The success of the Musical Club from 
It* formation as a mixed chorus until 
1 * 9 . w.t* dm? to the tmfiring effort* of 
the lata Charles H. Shacklstofi. who died 
in that year. hnd. aside from Its deep In-* 
terest in the musical wrifare of the com¬ 
munity. it has been held together as a 
jiving monument to his mwnory. 

• • • 

School For Local Musicians. 

Tito Musical Club ho* been a veritable 
school in which only the beat works sna 
studied and from which have graduated, 
a* it w«»r*. many of the best singer* that 
Louis' file has produced within the period 
covering Us useful history. It has enabled 
many to receive a mont thorough training 
In the art of chorus singing and al^» has 
given an opportunity to many of It* mem¬ 
bers to make thrir debut as soloists. 
Home have attained more than local prom¬ 
inence us soloist* after having been given 
their fir*t opportunity to appear In the 
Muricsl Club concert*. 

The records of the club »how that at 
various times such soloist* as Mary Louise 
Clary. Lewis Williams. Belle Applegate. 
Mr* Fretdenhelmer. # William Beard. 
Katie Elliott. (Yileman Earnest. P. J. 
BchJlcht. Douglas Webb. Mrs. Carrie Roth- 
chlld Saplnsky. Thomas C. ^Arr, Mis* 
Virginia Sltafer. Mrs. Katherine Whlpple- 
Dobbs, Mr*. Amerkraa Callahan. Hors 
Marguerite Bertelle, Miss Eva Kofb and 
many others have been members of tho 
club, as well a* soloists In it* concert*. 
Almost tsxtry era son one or two good solo 
voices are discovered In the chorus. It 
wa* In the rehearsal* of the festival 
chorus last epring that one waa dleoovere^J 
and was chosen by Mr. Damroseh a* one 
of the soloists for the festival. That 
singer was Mies Eva Korb. The club, 
however. I* not primarily for the develop- 
iftg of eoiolsts. but for the study of choral 
work* and for the training of the voTco In 
the art of chorus singing The excellent 
training received in the rehearsal* of the 
Musical* Club ha* enabled many of Its 
members to secure good choir jKjeUiona 
over applicants even with better voice*. 

Anyone With a. good vote* and ability to 
read fairly well ts eliglblo to member¬ 
ship. The membership fee at the forma¬ 
tion of the club was fixed nt twenty-five 
cents per month. In order that even those 
with a meager Income and having s de¬ 
sire to receive a musical education, such 
bm might be afforded In this way. could 
become member* at a minimum < ost. 

The regular rehearsals are held at p. 
H. Baldwin A Co.’s Hall every Mondgy 
night, where Thomas F. Gordon, chair¬ 
man of the Membership Committee, meetz 
and confers with applicants for momber- 
shlp. 

Eligible List Maintained. 

The club maintains an eligible list of 
such applicants who have be-»n passed 
upon favorably, and in case of vacancy 
from any • au»e. In any P*rt of the cho¬ 
rus. It Is filled by the first eligible appli¬ 
cant on the list for that pari. The mem¬ 
bership usually number* 150 for concert 
purposes and rarely varies from that num¬ 
ber. except wnen tho club participates In 
festival work, w hen it is usually augment - 
«*1 to about 300 All who become mem¬ 
bers of the festival chorus are admitted 
on tlie same conditions os the regular 
members and are amenable to the rul'^ 
and regulations governing the Musical 
Club at all times. The cJub.ls a distinct 
body, however, from the Music Festival 
Society, and is In no wise responsibly for 
any individual acts of that society Just 
merely donating its sendees free of cliarge 
to the Festival Society, solely In the In¬ 
terest of the cause of music. 

The Musical Club Is governed by a set 
of executive officers, elected by a board 
of ten director*, who are elected by the 
members of the chorus the first month of 
each year This board passes upon all 
matters affecting the business or policies 
of the organization and elects It* con¬ 
ductor of music. The present board I* 
composed of Co.. Andrew Broaddus. T.

elded that the word dollar shall mean 
the American gold dollar, and that 
when the Mexican dollar Is meant the 
word peso must be used. This applies 
to all documents, bills, drafts, etc. The 
fact that the peso Is not called a dol¬ 
lar In the language of the country’, 
and that its value is only half that 
of the Apierican dollar seems to make 
this decision eminently proper. 

But this does not settle the question 
of the use of the dollar mark. In Mex¬ 
ico It denotes a peso, and in the United 
States a dollar. In figures of Mexican 
origin, therefore, we generally hav© to 
cut them in two to denote dollars, un¬ 
less there Is some statement that Amer¬ 
ican money is meant. It happens, of 
course, that the sign Is used in speak¬ 
ing of Mexican finances without specifi¬ 
cation. and In many caae* the mean¬ 
ing is uncertain. When the figures are 
intended for Mexican readerp. of course 
Mexican currency Is meant. But when 
they axe for American readers the 
sum Is sometimes stated when Ameri¬ 
can dollars is meant, and sometimes 
when the aJlusiou Is to Mexican pesos 
confusion results from this method- It 
Is desirable that the dollar mark should 
denote something definite, either dol¬ 
lars or pesos. 

Perhaps we have no greater right to 
the dollar mark than has Mexico, if 
so much. Nevertheless the standard In 
Mexico has been changed; gold Is the 
unit, and the peso Is only half what 
It was formerly. The claim of the 
United States, therefore, to the mark 
would seem to be better. At any rate 
it is desirable that this sign should 
mean something definite.

branded policies, and allowed ih* men 
at the top to profit enormously by help¬ 
ing themselves to the ill-gotten gains 
of their companies. The life Insurance 
business was not materially damaged 
by Urn housecleaning, and even the 
companies which were subjected to In¬ 
vestigations injurious to their reputa¬ 
tion pulled through the ordeal, and 
will continue in business. 

Dr. Wiley explains that he has no 
objection to foods being sold* under 
truthful labels. He has. for Instance, 
no objection to glucose. He does ob¬ 
ject to a mixture of glucose and hay- 
good and coal tar dye being sold us 
■trawberry jam. Legitimate food busi¬ 
ness. he contends, cannot be damaged 
by pure food laws. 

The life insurance magnates who 
made a practice of deceiving and de¬ 
frauding policyholders, the financiers 
who desire a continuance of conditions 
which admit of ’’strawberry jam” se¬ 
curities being marketed, and the maiu. 
fncturers of Impure fcods stand togeth¬ 
er against reform. Public sentiment 
favors legislation to prevent fraud In 
fbod or finance, and public confidence 
will survive the shock of such In vest l- 
gniiou and agitation as may.be Incident 
it* the business of preventing swind¬ 
lers who misappropriate the funds of 
holders of life Insurance policies, or 
make Jam of hayseed and glucov*, or 
securities of water and lithographed 
paper from continuing to operate with¬ 
out fear of Interference. Neither the 
prosperity of the country or the pros¬ 
perity of honest Industries and enter¬ 
prises will be permanently affected by 
the general housecleaning demanded by 
the spirit of the times, and the I’lti* 
mate profits of producers whose straw, 
berry jam Is made of strawberries will 
balance any temporary loss due to the 
upheaval. 

The Shadow of the Sun Flag. 

To Judge from the uneasiness mani¬ 
fested by a number of English newspa¬ 
pers In the Orient, there Is more prob¬ 
ability of friction between England 
and Japan than between Japan and the 
United .States. Count Okuma Inti¬ 
mated. In a speech at Kobe recently, 
that Japan would neglect a sacred duty 
If she did not put an end to European 
misrule In India, and a British paper 
In North China declares that Okuma’s 
speech reveals the attitude of "an Ill- 
mannered baby among civilized na¬ 
tions” toward the Power whose sup¬ 
port gave her her recently secured po¬ 
sition among the nations. 

Just wha amount of Count Okuma’s 
aggressiveness is Japan’s and what 
amount of it Is Okuma’s. It is difficult 
to determine at this distance, but even 
before the Kobe Incident several Influ¬ 
ential English papers east of Suez 
commented rather warmly upon Jap¬ 
anese Interference with British Inter¬ 
ests In China, and It Is plain that Oku¬ 
ma has not been the only cause of ag¬ 
itation. 

The movements of the Japanese In 
Korea and China seem to be rather 
generally construed by well-informed 
newspapers published In or near the 
theater of activity as Indicating an In¬ 
tention upon the part of the "lll-mun- 
nered baby” to make history and to at¬ 
tempt to rewrite geography by making 
material changes In maps. If the ex¬ 
citement in the Orient communicates 
itself to the home Government* of the 
European Powers represented by trade 
and territory In the Far Kaat. the 
world may see other countries than the

Under the circumstances the quiet 
reigning over this assembly may bo 
readily understood. 

Prohibition In Alabama. 
Alabama has followed tho example 
of Georgia In the enactment of a law 
prohibiting the sale of alcoholic 
liquor. A few days ago the Sen¬ 
ate, by a vote of yeas 82. nays 2. 
adopted the House bill previously 
passed for that purpose. The act will 
not, however, take effect until January 
1, 1W». The extension of the time 

at which the law will become op¬ 
erative was the result of a com¬ 
promise between those who advo¬ 
cated Immediate suppression of the 
liquor traffic and those who favored the 
gradual diminution of the number of li¬ 
censes from year to year with an ulti¬ 
mate plan for absolute prohibition. It 
was argued that the present revenue of 
the State from the liquor traffic was so 
large that if it should be cut off nt 
once there would not be sufficient 
funds from other sources to support the 
public schools and to meet other ex¬ 
penses. It remains to be seen whether 
the Legislature, at Its present season, 
will provide by additional taxation on 
other objects for means to supply the 
deficit or defer the matter for a future 
meeting. If the latter plan is observed 
It may open the way for a reconsidera¬ 
tion of the subject and the repeal of 
the act or for an extension of the time 
for ( it to take effect. In the meantime 
th^ brainstorm of prohibition which has 
led Georgia and Alabama to adopt the 
policy of Maine, which ha* proven so 
ineffectual as a measure of genuine re. 
form, may subside and measures may be 
adopted to limit Intemperance without 
increasing the rate of taxation upon the 
necessities of life. 

The policy of attempting to promote 
the cause of temperance by legislative 
action in the enactment of prohibitive 
law's in respect to the manufacture and 
sale of splrltous liquors has been tried 
by but few States, being limited 
prior to the action of Georgia and 
Alabama to Maine. Kansas and North 
Dakota, und to Oklahoma through con¬ 
stitutional provision. The general 
mean* used elsewhere have been 
through local action of count!*©, 
ships, towns and cities, vesting In the 
separate communities the power of con. 
trolling the question. Under this sys¬ 
tem, in many of the State*, a majori¬ 
ty of the counties have exercised thac 
right of local control, as In Kentucky, 
where ninety-seven out of the 119 coun. 
ties have prohibited the sale cf splrlt- 
eus liquors. This system has been 
found much the most effectual In pro¬ 
moting temperance and is more In ac¬ 
cord with the Inherent rlgnt «>f com¬ 
munities to regulate their domestic 
concerns. 

There Is other reason to commend 
this system over that of prohibition by 
a general law covering the wh"!c Ktate. 
In rural districts w nere public senti¬ 
ment Is opposed to the *a»»* of Intoxi¬ 
cants the matter can be readily and 
effectually controlled. In large cities 
this is not as prictica! and a license 
system not only yle’ds revenue for pub¬ 
lic purpose*, but Its uuuc»s can be 
restrained or punished by the local 
law. It Ib the contention for this prin¬ 
ciple of local control from which 
sprung the strongest opposition to the 
Alabama bill. Under the pres nt sys¬ 
tem in Mobile the revenue derived 
from license to sell aplrltous liquors 
tpured chiefly to the benefit of the pub¬ 
lic schools, of which It Is clalrr.#l by 
those who opposed the bill that the 
city would be deprived of an Inoome of

The Dollar Mark. 

What is a dollar? This question has 
boon variously debated and differently 
answered. The United States Govern¬ 
ment ha* undertaken to answer It, and 
there Is no controversy now as to what 
Is the value of a dollar In the United 
States. But there are coins elsewhere 
that are commonly called dollars, and 
the values of these are various. 

We borrowed the dollar coin from 
Spain, afterward represented by the 
Mexican dollar. But we borrowed the 
word from Germany, where a coin was 
made In Joachim, or the Joachim 
valley, and this was called Joachim’s 
thaler, from the place where It was 
made, this name being abbreviated 
to thaler, which meant an inhabitant 
of the valley, or a coin made in the 
valley. From thaler we got the word 
dollar, which ha* a similar sound. 

But the Spanish dollar wa* not called 
by that name at home, being known 
a* peso. The Mexican dollar, which 
succeeded it in circulation In the United 
States and to a consldorable extent 
elsewher© In the world, wa* known as 
a peso at home. Our silver dollars wer© 
made a little lighter than those of Mex¬ 
ico. but were nearly of the same 
weight. For a long time the Mexican 
peso, which we called a dollar, wa* 
worth rather more than our gold dol¬ 
lar. But sliver declined, and It became 
tho rule that about two Mexican dol¬ 
lars wore required to buy a dollar of 
the United States. After years of 
preparation Mexico changed her coin¬ 
age system and adopted tho gold stand¬ 
ard. The unit Is the peso, which Is 
seventy five centigrams of fine gold, but 
there Is also a silver coin Intended to 
b© worth the same amount. The Mexi¬ 
can peso of to-day Is worth .498. or 
so nearly half a dollar that It Is cur¬ 
rently called such. But the tradition 
that it wa* equal, or about equal, to 
the American dollar survives. Ap¬ 
parently people found It difficult to get 
it through their heads that a peso, in¬ 
stead of meaning a dollar, now means 
a half dollar. Accordingly the Mexi¬ 
cans use the dollar mark to Indicate

| The primary and main purpose of a pop¬ 
ular library Is to supply Its patrons with 
the books they want to read, when they 
want them, with no more of red tape 
j than Is strictly necessary and a* much 
as possible of convenience and good serv¬ 
ice In the use of room* and books within 
tho building. Books arc meant to be 
used, and a library Is something more 
than a warehouse. If books axe lost or 
worn out In the service, no matter: they 
are then doing the work for which they 
were mud©, and the more completely a 
library contributes to this use the better 
! It is fulfilling It* mission. 

I In proportion as a library Is lucking In 
these respects, no matter how fine Its 
I building mthI numerous its volumes, it will 
fall short of usefulness. What nre called 
the classics und standard authors end old 
books arc all very well for those whose 
taste and studies are in thes^ lines, but 
such books should not occupy the han¬ 
diest shelve*, but have a place apart In 
the background, where room Is less val¬ 
uable. «s these are books for which the 
body of people who u* a circulating li¬ 
brary hardly care for nt all. These want 
current publications. What Is requ red 
of a popular library Is Ip g.v? the newest 
books as soon as thev can be had, and In 
sufficient supply to keep no one waiting 
beyond a reasonable time. Indeed. It Is 
to meet this demand in the best way that 
circulating libraries are established and 
maintained. 

Judged by this last test, our own pub¬ 
lic library is far from being up to the 
mark It has been criticised on other 
grounds, hut not at all In the papers on 
the ground of the slowness with whl<*h 
It provides Itself with the latest publica¬ 
tions. In private, however, this Is felt to 
be Its only serious shortcoming, and if 
this fault cou’.d be mended the people w*ho 
most use. or would like to use. th** library 
would greatly Increase In number, and 
by them It would soon come to be prlz-d 
beyond words as a good, wide-awake and 
indispensable Institution. 

Of course. It la well known that want of 
money Is the cause of our library being 
so maimed in Its usefulness In the vital 
particular of new books. Jf by any means 
expenditures In other directions could be 
reduced and more expended for books th? 
change ought to be made. No doubt the 
| trustees are doing the best they can 
the means nt the'.r disposal, and thlB is 
not at all a criticism on their policy, but 
rather a regret that In Its workings the 
library Is. and perhaps must be. so defi¬ 
cient In the principal function It exist* to 
perform. Still, It must be said that so 
far as tbe llbray-uolng public is con¬ 
cerned it Is only the new book question 
that Is much In their thoughts, and unt.l 
that question Is settled In their favor the 
Uhray will not be the prominent and 
flourishing Institution that the commun¬ 
ity Is ready to m ike It. 

Furthermore. If only the llbrnry was 
never behind or short In Its supply of 
recent publications of th* required order. 
It would so pnsmote the good humor and 
satisfaction of (he card holders and other 
visitors that the work ©f the pol te, In- 
tell gent and competent librarians, even 
If made more busy, would become far 
more easy and pleasant than It can po*- 
slbly be und* r tho present untoward con¬ 
ditions. _ _ _ 

HOW MAHOGANY IS CUT. 

[Now Orleans State* 1 

••There are vast tnets of pine timber 
land in Honduras, the timber on which 
wiU some day become of great corraner- 
olsU value." said R. H Ortnsby. a repre¬ 
sentative of the Belize State and Produce 
Company, an English corporation holding 
concessions In Honduras. #, MftJiogany fur¬ 
nishes the material for profitable lumber 
operations at present. 

"The methods of getting out mahogany 
In the Honduras forests are primitive. 
The chma-te of the country Is tropical 
ami the forests low-lying and swampy. 
Only eight weeks In a year ore nvailabl • 
for moving the cut from th© camps; and 
its movement being done solely by oxen. 
Us rapidity may be Imagined. 

••Mahogany Is abundant, but the d‘ffi- 
rulty of lumbering It nnd getting U moved 
Is a great handicap I have been Inves¬ 
tigating the methods of handling timber 
In the Southern yellow pine districts, and 
if we can adapt them to the woods of 
Honduras the problem of more profitable 
management of the mahogany Industry in 
Honduras will Have been solved. 

•*The system of lnb>r with which we 
have to contend down there l* a peculiar 
one, too. The forest laborers are hired 
for one year, under contract which cal s 
for three months* wages to be paid them 
in advance. 

"The men go to the woods and remain. 


leave wotk and return to their homes to 
celebrate. They bring several months’ 
wages with them and do not go back to 
work until they liav© spent It all. Their 
money gone, the men return to the for- 
MU. 

"This refers only to the common labor, 
ers. The lumbering of mahogany require* 
th© service of expert woodsmen, who are 
paid according to the tasks they accom¬ 
plish. 

"Mahogany trees do not grow in clus¬ 
ters. but ar' scattered throughout the 
forests and are hidden In dens© growths 
of underbrush, vines and creepers. It re¬ 
quires a skillful woodsman to find them. 

"He seeks the highest ground in a for¬ 
est, climbs to the top of the tallest tree 
and surveys Lh© surrounding country. The 
mahogany tree has a peculiar foliage, 
and tl»« practiced eye of the wcxKlsnrvui 
soon detects such trees aa are within the 
line of his vision. 

"Following the timber looker, as he 
would be called in American forest work, 
comes the axnvan. and Chen the sawyer 
and hewer. A large mahogany tree will 
take two men a day to fell It. 

"The have large spurs which pro¬ 

ject from the trunk at Its hose, and scaf¬ 
folds must be erected so *the trfce can b© 
cut through above them. This leaves a 
stump from ten to fifteen feet long, which 
contains the finest of the lumber, but 
which under th© methods of lumbering 
that prevail must bo nHawed to go to 
wwlt 

’Th© day will perhaps come when these 
stumps will be grubbed out Just a© the 
stumps of American blaric walnut are be¬ 
ing grubbed now. the relics of wasteful 
days of cutting when that Umber was 
plentiful, and now worth many times 
more than the trunks that were cut from 
them. 

"The mahogany hunter h«s nothing to 
do with the felling or removing of the 
Uee. Ills duty Is simply to locate It. 
Often he may earn as much oa $1,030 a 
month. ©9 he Is paid by the tree, but then 
again he may prospect for weeks without 
detecting an available tree. 

"Mahogany commands a big price In the 
markets to which it is exported, but It 1* 
rot all because of its superior quality and 
beauty for the purposes to which It Is 
put that it is so costly. It Is to tbe diffi¬ 
culties and expense of getting It from 
Its native forests and in shape for mar¬ 
keting that a large portion of its high 
valuation te due."

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How Lombroso, Famous Criminologist, Was Led 

Astray By Faims Not Those of a Criminal.

P AH IB, Nov. 14.—Many years ago 
an Irreverent quiz sent Lavater 
Clie cast of a great man labeled 
ns being that of a notorious 
criminal, and In eulogistic terms re- 
questedfthe favor of the Swiss savant’s 
opintaft Lavater, who was the chief 
exponent of the anthropological theories 
of that period, promptly discovered 
that the grout man had signs and 
bumps of criminality sufficient to hang 
a hundred Jail-birdw. When the Joke 
leaked out learned Europe was con¬ 
vulsed with laughter at poor Lavater's 
expense. 

Tho recent discomfiture of Prof. Ce- 
sare Ivombroso. the famous Italian, 
whose mime stands for ail that Is mod¬ 
em and up-to-date In the theory of 
crimtnAlism, was, If possible, more 
painful still. In order to understand 
the significance of the Incident, and to 
sec how much light it appears to throw 
on the subject of palmistry, it will be 
worth while to give here more details 
of the story of Prof. Ix>mbroso*s unfor¬ 
tunate’discovery than appeared in the 
press dispatches. 

When a man named Solcilland was 
arrested last spring charged with kill¬ 
ing a little girl under circumstances of 
unspeakable horror, a Paris newspa¬ 
per printed a reproduction of two hands 
which it declared to be those of the 
assassin.

"This new-fangled criminalism,” he 
said, “la nothing more nor less than 
palmistry dressed up in an imposing 
covering of scientific terms, such as 
atrophy, hypDtenary, medium, chro¬ 
matic asymmetry and the like. If the 
lines of the hand indicate anything at 
all, this can only be by the application 
of the law of correlation, in virtue of 
\yhich, to take a familiar instance, we 
are enabled to recognize a .milch cow 
by the arrangement of the hufr^of its 
legs.

"It is the same with phrenology snd 
graphology. Graphology, the new 
branch of occultism, plays the part of 
a society game, fortune-tel I Ing; which 
by appearing to take the handwriting 
as a basis, really relies more or less 
consciously on the angel and demon 
which is at the bottom of all humanity, 
and makes it possible to say in veiled 
terms many secret things which each 
applies to himself and thinks he has 
succeeded In dissimulating. With the 
aid of a little natural perspicacity, the 
graphologist ends by believing in his 
pretended science—the mind U» once 
more the dupe of the heart. 

"Prof, Cesare Lombroso takes char¬ 
acteristics which are accidental and 
accessory to the Individual and con*, 
etructs out of them the past, present 
and future of that individual. The 
anatomical characteristics on which he 
rcHes could only serve a posteriori. 
They have but little scientific value as 
Indicating a bias towards criminality. 
One must use excessive caution on such 
ground.

Female Criminals Ugly. 
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"For Instance, if you observe th# 
batches of prisoners brought in to a 
police station you wilt not fall to re¬ 
mark that nearly all the women ar¬ 
rested for theft are ugly. Why? Sim¬ 
ply because the women of the peopi# 
that are favored with good looks are 
seldom driven to steal; they have *\o 
need to do so. they find money mom 
easily by other means. Ugliness J*, 
therefore, a concomitant quality of fe. 
male thieves. And yet you w*ould not 
argue that ugliness Indicates a thief! 

"Anatomy can be of very little serv¬ 
ice tn determining a criminal. There 
are, however, exterior signs and move¬ 
ments and the play of the features 
which are well-nigh infallible. It lj 
quite a mistake to argue fhat because 
a man has a sloping forehead or a 
small brain that he Is destined to be a 
criminal. But it is a fact that crimi¬ 
nals are those who are lll-equlpped in 
the struggle for life. Many pcopl# 
think that criminals are clever peop't 
and wonder why they did not turn 
their talents to better account. But my 
experience does 9 not bear out this view. 
1 find them deficient In ability, as is 
proved by the fact that they almost In¬ 
variably play the same trick over and 
oVer again until they are caught. I re¬ 
member one remarkable Instance of 
this.

W E HAVE followed the 
fashion, now fast-rooted 
in the Yankee miml. of 
claiming the turkey as 
our national bird of cheer. 

We refer for proof of our right 
to do this to the mention by the 
then admiral of Virginia, includ¬ 
ing New England, of “turkies’ in 
a list of game creatures abounding 
iu Massachusetts. This was in 1030, 
or thereabouts. 

A chronicler of a date nearly 
fifty years later remarks upon the 
superior size of the turkey in New 
England above that of “our Eng- 
lLh turkey.” 

The game-bird was “our English 
turkey” by then, forsooth! 

He had been domesticated in 
Spain a hundred and fifty years 
earlier, having been carried thither 
by the conquerors of Mexico, lie 
roamed thi9 western continent . in 
savage freedom centuries^ earlier, 
tupplying the red meu with food 
and feathers. His territory stretch¬ 
ed from the Atlantic Xj the Pacific 
and from Iluds. /s bay to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

In the dearth of domestic ani¬ 
mals that prevailed in the colonies 
of Plymouth and Massachusetts 
Bay our turkey was treasure trove, 
as the first Thanksgiving Day es¬ 
tablished in their new homes be¬ 
came an honored anniversary. 

From the beginning of the ob¬ 
servance of the religious and do¬ 
mestic festival, the big jind savory 
bird took prominence. To this day, 
if the thrifty New Englander who 
raises poultry for the market can¬ 
not afford to his household frequent 
indulgence in what represents “spot 
cash” to his saving soul, he would 
as soon think of staying away from 
churc '4 on the last Thursday in No¬ 
vember as refusing to kill the finest 
gobbler of his flock for his Thanks¬ 
giving dinner. 

SAVED FOxl HOLIDAYS 

A Massachusetts millionaire told 
me one Thanksgiving Day that, al¬ 
though he was brought up on a 
farm where hundreds of fowls 
•were raised yearly for the Boston 
market, he and the rest of the 
family “neve. toBted turkey except 
at Thanksgiving and Christmas 
time.” 

“And the two came 60 near to¬ 
gether!” he said, a .etrospectivo 
gleam that was childlike in wist¬ 
fulness coming to his eyes. “It was 
an awfully long stretch betweeu!” 

1 fear me that hundreds of chil¬ 
dren who knew the taste of the na¬ 
tional bird at holiday season before 
prices began to climb, like Jack's 
beanstalk, until they ar» clean out 
•f the eight of folk who do not wear 
gold-mounted glasses, will get not 
to much as a whiff of hot turkey 
this season. 


Might it not be well for the ten 
der-henrted mother who could not 
brook tho suggestion of such a de¬ 
privation for her own brood, to en¬ 
courage them to save up enndy and 
toy money betimes for the purchase 
of Thanksgiving poultry, be it only 
a hen turkey, for the poor children 
iu the back street? 

I shall tell you how to make the 
best of the hen presently. 

In the desperate hope that every 
housewife of our clan ma^ be per¬ 
mitted to cook a gobbler for her 
very own flock for the festival, be¬ 
gin wc our Tecipes with one for 
preparing his majesty for tho joy¬ 
ous occasion. 

Roast Turkey. 

If you draw tho bird yourself. bo care¬ 
ful not to break the gall-bag. With tur¬ 
keys at thirty-odd cents per pound. It 
would bo a ihamo to embitter one Inch 
of him. 

When the Inside has been emptied, 
wash well with cold water to which 
you have added a teaspoonful of bak¬ 
ing soda. Do this with the second rins¬ 
ing water. The first should bp clear. 

Shake the fowl up and down nnd 
sidewise while the soda water la within 
hltr. to rnake^ sure It reaches every 
crevice. The Incipient stage of decom¬ 
position Is acid, and the aoda corrects 
tt. If the fowl be perfectly fresh. the 
washing will do no harm. Then rinse as 
thoroughly with clean, cold water. 

For a plain stuffing crumble stale 
bread and season with butter, pepper, 
salt. and. If you like them, sweet herbs. 
I do not fancy the flavor they impart to 
the flesh, but tastes vary in this re¬ 
spect. 

Fill the craw until It Is as plump as tn 
life, and bind a tape about the skin at 
the neck to keep It In shape. Next, stuff 
the body generously. I^parly everybody 
lik*s the stuffing of roast turkey. 

Sew up the aperture through which 
the filling was done; bind the legs and 
wings to the sides with soft twine and 
lay the monarch in the covered roaster 
Pour over him a large cup of boiling 
water Into which a tablespoonful of 
butter has been stirred; put on the 
cover of the roaster, nnd cook tn a good 
oven rather moderately for half an hour, 
that the heat tnny penetrate to the in¬ 
side of the body before the akin tlghteua 
Into a crust. 

Keep the ekln sort by frequent bast¬ 
ings. at first with butter and hot water, 
and for the last hour with the gravy In 
the dripping pan below the roast. 

Somo cooks dredge the turkey with 
flour when It goes Into the roaster; 
others when It Is half done; others not 
at all Allow ten minutes to the pound 
In roasting, and If you suspect that tho 
fowl is tough, double the quantity of 
hot water poired over it. cover tightly 
and stcarn slowly into tenderness. 

Boil the giblets n a little water, and 
chop them. Take the turkey up when 
done, transfer to a covered platter and 
keep hot over boiling water while you 
thicken the gravy In the roaster with 
browned flour, and when this has been 
stirred smooth, add the minced gtbleta. 
Boil up once, and turn Into a gravy 
boat.

Oyster Stuffing for Turkey. 

Prepare the bread stuffing as In the 
first recipe, adding twenty-five rather 
small oysters, minced. 

Some prefer to mix the small oysters 
whole through the breud stuffing, tilling 
the turkey wtth It as usual. 

To Cook a Hen Turkey. 

She Is seldom as fat as a gobbler, and 
never as large. She may be made quite 
as palatable by adding half a pound of 
sausage meat. cook«*d and cold, crum¬ 
bled fine and mixed with bread stuffing. 

Then cover the entire body of the 
bird with thin slices of fat salt pork, 
not smoked. Bind this In place with 
soft pock-thrend; lay the fowl In the 
covered roaster and pour over her a 
great cupful of boiling wAter. Cover 
and roast twelve minutes to the pound. 

At the end of an hour clip the 
threads, remove the pork, laying tt be¬ 
side the turkey; dredge with browned 
flour and brown finely. 

Garnish with crisp scrolls of bacon. 
Do not add them to the glblet gravy.

Care of a Burnt Saucepan 

U NLESS absolutely necessary do 
not scrape a burnt saucepan; All 
It with cold water, in which a 
little piece of washing soap has been 
put. and let It boll slowly on the back 
of the stove until the water Is almost 
boiled away. Refill and boll again. 
Then clean with a good kitchen soap 
and a stiff scrubbing brush. 

All cleaning of saucepans should be 
very thorough. Not only Is careless¬ 
ness In this respect unpleasant to think 
of. but it Is the small particle* of 
grease left on the bottom or sides that 
cause sticking the next time the pan is 
in use.

How to Clean a Few House¬ 
hold Utensils 

I T IS not sufficient to wa *h recep¬ 
tacles of various sorts, not dlshea. 
wuh water and perhaps soap; any 
one who has thoroughly washed out a 
supposedly “cleim** deep flower vase 
will testify to that. Therefore, a few 
hints on the subject ure perhaps in or- 
der. For these same vases, for Instance, 
the b**st thing is to mix a giu of vinegar 
and a table :poonful of rock salt and 
pour Into the vase, shaking well, and 
allow It to stand a UltJu wnlle. Tnen 
shake well again and rinse with clear 
wi ter. 

For washing bottles or vinegar cruets. 

in . a pn * tor ba * Crush 
them fine, put into the cruets with 
w ?,T fn, 1 * oa P>' water and shako welL This 
glass. * D und not fccr4tcb the fines* 
When a bakln; pnn get* burned In 
u* n f t A P 'll a water and ashes In 

it. and the burned surfaoa will Oorns 
ofi easily without necessitating scraping 
This will not injure the dish. For or¬ 
dinary frying pans rub well with a hard 
crust of bread and wash In hot water 
i his. too. avoids scraping, which is llkelv 
to cause Tutu e burning. 

For the Amateur Cook 

W HEN n ing veget.ulca. be sur« 
the water is at the boiling point 
before putting the vegetables In 
tt. If i* is cold or lukewarm the fresh¬ 
ness and savor of the food will leak out 
into the valueless surrounding water 
Flace the saucepan over tho hottest pail 
of the stove, su that It will boil a., 
quickly as possible, and be caralui ins. 
the boiling does not cease until the con¬ 
tents are thoroughly cooked and abow 
to be removed. 

One of the best plans for ascertaining 
whether a cake has been cooked long 
enough la to insert very lightly in th 
center a common wooden skewer, suu. 
sk butchers use for meat. If it corns 
out clean and dry. the cake la done, h 
on the other h-nd, the skewer hs sileay 
the cake needs a mils more cooking. 

It is useful to remember that a fir 
the water has been strained off pots 
toes they should be given litre* or fou. 
sharp jerks so as to toss the potatoes 
This has the effect of making tlmu 
white and floury. 

Here are two hints, that, while tin. 
do not strlcUy r« ate to cooking. y« 
come within the cook’s province. Mi 
that has slightly turned may be sw*. 
anew and rendered fit for further use 
Mixing in a little soda. 
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f\ OX T buy n purple dress, however 
** the fashionable color may appeal 
to > oljr fancy, if you have a sallow 
skin. Purple brings out every complex¬ 
ion defect unmercifully. Better get a 
delicate tint with a bit of purple in the 
trimming. 

Don’t buy a huge mushroom hat. 
with rim turned doqmln a tlrcle. if 
you have a moon-shaped face. Better 
far to give your h&t an upward tilt 
on one side and a droop on the other, 
breaking the round effect. 

Don’t buy a feather-trimmed hat if 
you can afford hut one piece of dressy 
h^adgoar. A hat trimmed with coqu* 
sprays, peacock aigrette or something 
of that sort is better /than feathers for 
the single hat. 

Don’t Jump straight from your round- 
toed. common-sense shoes Into the new 
pin-point shoes. Make the change 
gradually If to pin-point shoes you 
must come, ajid be sure to stuff the 
points with cotton or tissue paper. 

Don’t buy a plaid silk just because 
It looks lovely In the shop window. A 
big plaid makes the stout woman look 
larger, and she must fall back on a 
small, almost invisible check for her 
tailored suit and have that finished* 
only with stitching. 

Don't buy a lot of cheap trimming 
for your best frock. Trimmings this 
season are extremely handsome or ex¬ 
tremely dowdy. Select the handsome 
trimming, and use onJy a little of it on 
your blouse or bodice, leaving the skirt 
pkiln and with good line#. 

Don’t forget that tfir Jeweled but¬ 
ton Is In groat demand this season. 
JmWation amethysts arq used on purple 
and mauve gowns, toffages on browns, 
emeralds on green, sapphires on blue, 
and rhinestones or p-arra on black nnd 
white.

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I MET a girl In the street yesterday 
dressed for a walk In a raincoat 
vof cravenette’and a set of ermine furs!

It was simply im¬ 
possible. No doubt the girl had other 
furs, but why wear them with a raiu- 
^coat? Better had slie wrapped a silk 
handkerchief around her throat under 
the coat and lot the furs stay peace¬ 
fully at home, than to have made her- 
sejf the laughing stock of passersby. 
To be dressed properly Is a far greater 
achievement than to be dressed hand¬ 
somely. Money can accomplish the lat¬ 
ter. but only brains lhe former. 

Ermine furs are only for dressy oc¬ 
casions. and the girl who wears them 
morning, noon and night in good 
weather and bad. is extremely foolish, 
to put It mildly. 

Another girl was seen the other day 
in a large department store buying a 
hat She was dressed in a simple lit¬ 
tle tallor-mado suit with short skirt, 
and she wns looking at inexpensive 
bats wear with this suit. Around 
her nock she had a patu bluo feather 
boa that reached nearly to the end of 
the short skirt. Without tho boa sho 
would have been well dressed and 
caused no comment, but as It was tho 
clerks gathered in little cliques and 
laughed at her. Tho boa was a lovely 
addition to any evening gown—an ac¬ 
cessory that many girls would crave— 
but worn over a dark cheviot walking 
Suit it wns ridiculous. 

These are only two Instances, yet 
Cities aro full of them. The girl In the 
raincoat should have lmd nothing about 
her neck, unless it was a bit of dark, 
fur, and the girl in the walking suit 
should JbOt have attempted to mingle 
her evening frills with street garments. 
Tho shops are overflowing with smart 
little neck-pieces that are appropriate, 
for wear with street suits—dark fur?, 
pet pieces with ends of satin ribbons, 
dark brown marabout boas that are 
side and flat, and hundreds of novelty 
Pieces. If your furs are light and per¬ 
ishable. such as ermine or white fox. 
foti can only wear them with your best 
calling cortumo and your evening 
clothes. Ostrich feather and marabout 
boas In pale shades are for evening 
fowTis pure and simple. They cannot 
be worn in the street at any time of 
flay, no matter how clear the weather. 
In summer, over a lingerie dr^. that 
Is quit© a different thing, but summer 
Is a long way off. 

The girl who lives in a small town, 
ind goes out very little In the evening. 

Is foolish to invest in these pale shades 
for neck-pieces. Better try a soft 
piece of fur that can be v>ru dny «-«d 
night: fur is almost .sure to be becom¬ 
ing if you select the dark shades. 
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>0 MATTER what the garment, 
no matter what tho texture of 
tho material, no matter what 
tho figure of the wearer may 
be, you will see plaits in come form. 
Of course, all these plaits are not alike, 
but plaits there must bo, if it is of this 
season's manufacture, and the dress 
that will not permit of plaits cannot 
be remodeled from last year In a sat¬ 
isfactory manner. 

Now that wo are not to have any 
hips—if you have any you must get rid 
of them by book or crook — tho full 
plaited skirt Is not such a bugbear as 
it might be. Everything from heavy 
cheviot to the sheerest chiffon is plait¬ 
ed. The heavy goods can b© plaited 
and stitched very flat and well pressed; 
then cut away the goods from under 
tho plait, thus reducing the bulk about 
waist and hips. Chiffon and other thin 
goods aro simply laid in deep plaits and 
bilnd-stitched down. This goods can¬ 
not be cut awuy, as it would show 
through, but by laying the plaits In ac¬ 
curately and pressing them properly, 
they do not add to the apparent sine 
of tho wearer. 

Simple ghlrt waists are laid in wide 
box plaits If the material Is heavy, 
while In the si easy goods, now so much 
worn for fancy blouses, the material 
is laid in tiny folds or plaits so close 
that they almost overlay each other 


Simple as some of these models look'to 
tho casual glance, they represent much 
goods and very careful workmanship. 
Crooked plaits / are impossible, and 
working on dhlffon Is r»o easy task. 

There Is a marked return of simple 
effects In shirt waists, owing to the 
fact that the elaborate lingerie waist, 
with hand-worked flowers, scrolls, 


my readers. In the first place, do not 
get silk for an odd skirl, and in the 
second place, have all of your skirts 
plaited. Never mind if It does cut into 
tho goods; make it up-to-date at any 
cost. TafTeta silk skirts are only suited 
for spring and summer wear. If you 
want an odd skirt now, get a black 
broadcloth in w r hat is known as chiffon 
weight. A good quality of black broad¬ 
cloth, with a satin finish, makes a 
charming skirt for your odd blouses 
and is very reasonable. Taffetas and 
rajahs are not for cold weather. 

Let me also Impress upon you the 
necessity of wearing very little under¬ 
wear beneath these plaited models. 
Got warm, all-wool combination suits 
of underwear, thus saving the double 
\ sire that separate shirt and drawers 
would give you. Wear only one petti¬ 
coat. and that should fit you without 
a wrinkle about the waist and hips. 
Such a thing as gathers- around the 
waist line of a petticoat is unheard of 
in these days. Ready-made petticoats 
must all be refitted to each individual 
wearer. Tho plaited skirt will be found 
very warm, particularly if made of nice 
woolen goodB such as broadcloths and 
French cheviots. 

You will And that ribbon is plaited 
all around the crowns of the big mush¬ 
room hats this year. This should be 
double box-plaited and then pulled out 
so that it falls very full. It gives a 
very pretty finish to the extra large 
sizes now so much worn. Neckties made 
of chiffon and lace are silk plaited 
very fine. Boas are made of n£t and 
ribbon plaited in every conceivable 
method, and, in feet, there Is no 
garment that does not show evi¬ 
dences of the plaiting machine or clever 
hand work. Buy enough material to al¬ 
low for this method of making, for 
without plaits you are without stand-

Augustus Thomas 
snakes a dnunlo-aclentlfie demonstration 
or telepathy, and In another Charles Froh- 
mnn makes a star actress of Marie Doro 
by assigning her to tho role of a girl so 
Ingenuous that she doesn't know a single 
sexual tiling. 

Mr. Thomas Is very serious about hto 
latest drama. "The Witching Hour," and 
bis -speech on the first night was totally 
devoid of that levity and wit which are 
looked for of late years os part of every 
Initial presentation of his work. He told 
us. soberly and even rather doggedly, 
that he believes thought to be a dynamic 
force, and he had believed It for twenty 
years. "As a dramatist," ho felt It his 
•’duty to state the fact" He had before 
thts expressed his faith In osteopathy, and 
U«* d it In the underlying plot of "Mrs. 
I^rtlngwell'a Boots." That was a farcical 
comedy and succeeded as such Irrespec¬ 
tive of Thomas' medical theory- Now. to 
Impress his belief in mental telepathy 
upon the general mind, this accomplished 
dramatist boklly makes It the theme of a 
play that Is tragic In incident and consist¬ 
ently serious in trend and purpose. Tho 
simplest way Is to describe what occurs.

This Is charged to 
no prenatal influence, but to a peculiar¬ 
ity inherited from a grandmother. Tho 
third act Is a bo.d exposition of Thomas* 
theme The gambler, now confident of his 
power of will, concentrates his mind upon 
a single Juror, so that the boy may es¬ 
cape death by the luck of a verdict. 
If one. why not ull? However, can ho 
trope ti» Influence with hls one mind thoeo 
of twelve intelllgenr men? Thereupon is 
Introduced the original and striking Idea 
that will cause dlseuaeion of “The Witch¬ 
ing Hour The gambler knows the pros¬ 
ecuting attorney to have been Instru¬ 
mental In the murder of a Governor-elect 
of Kentucky; and he knows too. that his 
prosecution of this young, unintentional 
murderer Is incited by hate because of 
the culprit’s success In winning the love 
of the girl he himnelf has wooed, rather 
than by an honest sense of duty. There¬ 
upon tn* gambler plays Ids trump card. 
He has the murder case against the at¬ 
torney published In a Louisville tiews- 
tmper. it will not reach the Jury before 
U retiree to decide upon a verdict. But 
If ihe prosecutor is dtehon«-*t niul a mur¬ 
derer. will not the sweeping concurrence 
of thought reach tho**» twelve minds in 
tho jury box and control thrm? 

Mr. Thomaa says that telepathy will 
prevail In such a case. Th«- troy is ac¬ 
quitted. Presently the attorney enters, 
distraught and dLmnycd by the ruin of 
hi* reputation. He holds a revolver 
against the. breast of the gambler. Does 
that husky hero upper-cut him one. as 
Thomas’ men have been wont to do? No. 
He lifts hi- hand only to turn n strong 
light above his face He vtures steadily 
trod piercingly at his assassin." 

“You won’t shoot me." he says. In a 
slew, measured tone, and he doesn't.

. W® 1 *® b«t of the pantomimes, with 
their clown and pantaloon, harlequin and 
Columbine, so long ago that you have 
never seen an old-style slapstick In ope¬ 
ration? It whs made of a split slat, so 
that w*hen anything was struck with it— 
that thing being, usually, the port of poor 
old Pantaloons that he sat on—there was a 
double thwack, und therefore an augment¬ 
ed amount of laughter. The essential ld«a 
of tho slapstick passed from pantomime 
Into rough-and-tumble farce, and tho 
value of a sudden blow, whether cuff, 
kick or spank, if only Jt made a noise, ho* 
never Iepserrod. Dramatic genius now 
moves the slapstick forward and upward 
In stagecraft Not always do 1 find read¬ 
able matter when 1 go to see now plays 
made to sell at tiO per cent, off Broadway 
prices; but an afternoon on Kighth ave¬ 
nue gave me the advanced slapstick. It 
was in a farce named "King Case} " An 
Irishman, cast away on the Island of 
Lalla Pa Zaza, became Its ruler, and after 
a while took a vacation trip to New York, 
where a deputation of his officials came 
to recall him to his throne Ho was re¬ 
luctant to quit the pleasures of the Ten¬ 
derloin. 

"We have brought the sacred symbols of 
Lalla Pa Zaza," said the chief of mate, 
and struck him on tho head with them. 
At each stroke there was not alone the 
thump of a slat on his cranium, nor yet

means the withdrawal of more than two 
men from the defense when a kick -seems 
imminent and opens up the greater possl- 
•bltity of success with wude swinging end 
runs or even with fine plunges from fake 
formation*. It was expected by me pro¬ 
jectors of the onslde kick that It would 
prove more effective than the forward 
pae&* and that it did not last year was du«j 
to its ia«*k of perfection. 

But students of the game doubt If the 
onslde kick unsupported will afford »uf- 
flc»«n*t relief to tho attack. This must 
mean thut there will be an excessive 
kicking, such as was feared when the 
ten-yard distance tn gain w«* first sug¬ 
gested The result must be that next 
winter there will he whir discussion ugaln 
of the advisability of either cut tins down 
the dur.nnce or allowing another down In 
which to gain it. with the probability of 
the rompromise measure halng adopted, 
allowing three downs, which.

Through cusb m 
nnd the desire of tho refevae# In local 
clubs not to cut slwrrt what looks like a 
good contest, to allow dirty fighters to 
get In foul punches when they do not 
absolutely disable tho other man But this 
should not be the cnso where square, clean 
sport is desired. Cases arc common w hero 
boxers have deliberately hit tlv«lr op¬ 
ponents in the groin, and. thougti them 
has been no question of the blow b^lng 
deliberate and premeditated, tlw* referee, 
after .iHowling the Injured boxer to rv«. 
for a few minutes. Ivas permitted the tKWt 
to proceed. Take the case of Bddi* Cham¬ 
ber# and Jim Potts. The blow which in¬ 
jured Pott# was as deliberate a foul as 
could be possibly delivered, and Chamber# 
got away with the trick. He was given 
a dose of hi# own medicine a week sg ►. 
wiicn Willie Fitzgerald fouled him not 
once, but several times, and yet tho Ir^ut 
was allowed to proceed. If a rule wms 
adopted that such boxers should be dls 
qualified and sent from the ring without 
pay, their money going to hire a substi¬ 
tute. it is not likely that bo much of this 
sort of dirty boxing would prevail.

CHANGE IN COLLEGE WAYS 

[Cambridge Correspondence of New York 
Evening -Post. J 

For several years a telephone company 
has been particularly busy In Cambridge, 
Installing its service in students* rooms. 
Most of the older Harvard dormitories 
are equipped with pay stations, although 
the university management has not yet 
reached the point where the venerable 
structured are wired throughout. None of 
the new private dormitories, however, lias 
been built without complete telephone 
equipment; as soon would their owners 
think of omitting hot und cold water, 
steam heat or electric lights. 

Along the "Gold Coast**—the name the 
students have given the more luxurious 
habitations of the wealthier boys, grouped 
In Mount Auburn street—an elaborately 
fumlancd suite without telephone service 
could not bo rented. Each of the four or 
five dormitories on the "Coast*' has its 
own private branch exchange, with a spe¬ 
cial operator on duty. 

What Is true of Harvard applies to other 
universities. At Yale the Service is com¬ 
plete, and a graduate of Brown University 
wild recently, after a visit to the old 
haunts of student days: 

"When 1 was at college we had to put 
up the best we could with some condi¬ 
tions that, compared with the facilities In 
voguo nowadays, w'ero decidedly primi¬ 
tive. I remember, In particular, how we 
hod to foot It down the hill and up again— 
and g»dng back was always the worst of 
it—whenever we wanted to buy something 
or if we desired to moko a call. It wu 
all right If the store happened to.*>© open 
or if the person you wanted was at home; 
but half tho time. It seemed, wo used to 
trot back disappointed. 

"Now It's easy for the boys. I hap¬ 
pened to be in Rockefeller Hall the other 
day when one of them was called out of 
the smoking-room (no such luxury as that 
for tho old-timers!) to answer a tele¬ 
phone calL Somebody in New York want¬ 
ed to ©ay *How do you do?* to him. 1 sup¬ 
pose It made mo smile to think of what 
excitement tho Idea of such a thing would 
have caused thirty-ftvo years ago?*

A cube of lead, steel or stone or ice 
placed on a solid surface, submitted to 
a sufficient pressure or loaded writh a 
sufficient weight, “flows” sideways just 
ns if It was a block of plastic clay. 
Tiie only difference t» that clay flows 
under Its own weight, while steel re¬ 
quires an Immense pressure In order to 
“flow** In its solid state. 

As to Ice, ft s!and« between the two 
—much nearer, of course, to the former 
than to the latter. If both were tnjeen 
at ordinary temperature. A thickness

New Man Among Old Eli's Sons—The Boy Has Made a 
Wonderful Record. 


, El/* CQY ha* Jumped Into the 
place of “Billy’* Knox 
Yale's beet all-round athlete. 
Knox, who Is now Yale s head 
football coach, wue fullback, a broad 
jumper with Intereollegiat© honors, and 
wan a member of the varsity hockey and 
gymnastic team*. Coy la lhe new full¬ 
back. la a first husemun and Is a track 
athlete who ha* already won Intereolle- 
gl.it© mention Thin Is Coy * second year 
In college. He rtun*» from the Hotchkiss 
School, which was founded by his father, 
the late Prof. Edward G. Coy. an edu¬ 
cator, whose memory In revered by hun¬ 
dreds of American youths, and on the 
■rhool groumls at Lakeville, Conn., Coy 
was In evidence In ail kinds of athletic*. 
Ho was a sprinter who never failed to 
•core at the school meets, and his form 
In tennis and golf waa of front rank In 
ihn sports of that school, which arc more 
or lr*t» informal 

Coming to Yale a year ago. h«' ffc*t hi* 
•tamp upon college athletic* Indelibly, al¬ 
though nls activity t*iu< conllned to the 
freshman class, bemuse of the new facul¬ 
ty reform rule which tniteepn nil first-year 
students out of athletics (’«*y w:is elected 
captain of the 191b football eleven and 
played fullback practically all the season.

1 the HM vards In 11 seconds, hi** covered 
1 20 feet in the broad Jump, has made 5 
feet 10 Inches In the high Jump and has 
I made fast time In all tho runs up to half 
a mile. He was too busy last year to 
I train regularly for tho freshman track 
team, and he mode only one appearance 
In track a thistles fast season. 

I In tho Yttlo-Princeton JHlb meet at New 
Haven In May. he whs called over from 
the bap* ball field and put Into the high 
Jump. He won the second prize with a 
Kiip of ft feet 7 Inches, without any prepa¬ 
ration whatever, and jumping In hi* foot¬ 
ball uniform. After Winding three points 
for Yah In the meet ho trotted back to 
tho hut*-bull Held and braumad rtrat base 
on tho freshman nine. Coy will have his 
hand* full to play Yale Baseball in the 
soring and fnptbaU In the fall for tho 
three years Inf which he will remain In 
tho university, land Ills friends Insist that 
he spend the winter quietly to store up a 
sunnu* of eneifey for tho spring season. 
Ho is the best 'distance punter Yale hi© 
had since A1 Sharpe was graduated, his 
kicks traveling often sixty and nlxty-tlve 
yards. 


HE trotting sport Is constantly in¬ 
creasing in popularity In Europe, 
and tho harness-horse breeding 
and racing industry In a number 
of countries Is carried on under the direct 
supervision of the respective Govern¬ 
ments, says tho Cleveland Leader. Hun¬ 
dreds of American-bred stallions and 
mares have been exported to Great Brit¬ 
ain.

As the breeding in moss 
of the European countries la carried on 
under the moat rigid of restrictions, only 
the highest-clan* stallions being permitted 
In the public stud, with the service fee 
regulated so thst even the small breeders 
can afford to patronise them, our neigh¬ 
bors across the water niv> rapidly aviir- 
4ng youngsters that an* proving fast and 
game nice horse*. In* fa«»t, a few more 
years will find the g’-rwrnl class of tmt- 
ov * r there, as far as breeding, in¬ 
dividuality ami speed lire concerned, su¬ 
perior to ours In many respects, owing to 
the fact that the breeding op. ration* arc 
not carried on In such an indiscriminate 
manner.

Foreign Methods Better. 

As far as the European manner of con¬ 
ducting trot ting-nice meetings is con¬ 
cerned, especially In Austria ami Russia, 
although the American horseman was 
formerly apt to speak and think of the 
same with a patronizing air, it is really 
superior to ours. Such of our trainers as 
are racing stables, and fully a of 

them were prominent factors this season, 
telj us that the managers of American 
trotting meetings could profit greatly by 
patterning after the European meets.
